Dr. M. P. Boynton Says Police Get 
at Least $25,000 a Month 
to Protect Vice. 


ENGLEWOOD TO FIGHT INVASION 


Day’s Work in Vice War. | 

Soctal workers, educators, and ministers 
address massmeeting at Sunday Evening 
club, Orchestra hall, to protest against 
vice segregation in Chicago. 

The Rev. Dr. M. P. Boynton, Lexing*on 
Avenue Baptist church, charges that Chi- 
cago resort keepers pay tribute to poli- 
ticilans of $25,000 to $30,000 a month. 

Englewood Law and Order league in 
maesmeeting prepares to fight possible 
vice invasion of the residence districts. 

Twenty-second Street Business Men's 
association holds a meeting to discuss t!-.e 
ousting of their customers from the levee. 

Scores of ministers in sermone urge the 
mayor and other city officials to keep the 
south side levee closed. 

The authorities of Chicago and Cook coun- 
ty that gave had anything to do with closing 
up the south side levee were told yesterday 
that the people of Chicago approved their 
action. They were told to keep up the good 
work and abolish segregated vice. 

Speakers at a massmeeting at the Sunday 
Evening club in Orchestra hall, ministers 
talking from the pulpits of thelr churches, 
and the members of at least one nelghbor- 
hood association voiced these sentiments in 
no uncértalfi terms. The masemeeting in 
Orchestra hall was the most notable évent 
of the day in thé°war against segregated and 
protected vice. 


Want Levee Kept Closed. 

All the speakers agreed that the clesing 
of the south sidé levee would more than 
half solve Chicago’s vice problem. They 
scoffed at the fear expressed by some that 
the women of the levee would move into 
the residence districts of the city. They 
said it would be comparatively easy for each 
neighborhood to keep itself free from this 
social! taint. 

Among the speakers before the Sunday 
Evening club were Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin. 
president of the Illinois Industrial Schoo! for 
Girls at Park Ridge; Dr. A. W. Harris, pres- 
ident of Northwestern university; Dr. W. A. 
Evans, former health commissioner: Edward 
M. Skinner, former president of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce; and Dean Walter 
T. Sumner. Clifford W..Barnes, president of 
the Sunday Evening club, presided. 

The speakers called attention to the fact 
that eighteen monthe had paseed since the 
vice commission reported to the city council, 
announcing to the world at large that vice 
traffic in Chicago brought returns of $15,000, - 
000 yearly to the capitalists of crime in the 
underworld of the city. Thev wanted to 
know whether the council, which created the 
vice commission, Was as sincere in carrying 
out its recommendations as the members of 
that body were in aasembling facts. 


Sumner Against Segregation. 

Dean Sumnér said it was a remarkablé 
commentary on the public spirit of American 
citizens that a traffic which could never be 
legalized should be left to the contro! of the 
police. 

“The condition of affairs is such that the 
people of this Christian city of Chicago 
should not stand for segregation of vice 
which never can settle any phase of the social 
evil, save ‘to hide it from the public view,’’ 
said Dean Sumner, ‘‘ The greatest support 
of the esocia) evil is the saloon. It makes 
profit for the saloonkeepers, and for that 
reason the latter protects the dive. We may 
have commissions and legislation to study 
and prohibit the evil of society, but the most 
effective will be education, and the time will 
come when every father will demand that 
the man who marries his daughter show a 
ceftificate from a reputable physician. 
proving him to be sound physically.” 

Dean Sumner said that in tracing the fall 
of many of the girle, it proved they had suc- 
cumbed in an. unequal economic struggie. 
He pointed out that it was easy to see the 
beginning of such tragedies daily in Chicago 
by watching the men who walt at the doors 
of department stores for underpaid girls. 


Harris Blames Low Wages. 

Dr. Harris seid segregetion was danger- 
ous, because it wes likely to be taken ef a 
remedy.) He asserted that dispersion could 
mot be called a cure, but that it wae prefer- 
able, became it inotied the public *- action, 
while segregation favored neg!« - {e urged 
public investigation of working ¢. - Jitions 
for girls in Chicago department stores and 
other plecee@ of employment. 

“It is possible for @ community which 
knows that any girle to the city are working 
for less than a living wege to accept guard- 
janehip over them,” eaid Dr. Harts. “ Let 
Chicago require every employer hiring girle 
for less than a minimum wage pay to regster 
them and let the city appoint a public guard- 
ian, who will, whem necessary, take the place 
which the family does in many cases, and at 
the public expense help them until they are 
able to care for themed ves.

One Convict. and One Citizen 
Killed After Wyoming 
Inmates Escape. 


TWENTY NOW AT LARGE.

Cheyenne, Wyo.. Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Ten 
more convicts eecaped from the Wyoming 
pen at Rawlins this evening and after kill- 
ing Fred Stauffers, a citizen, and wound- 
ing several others, dashed through town 
and across the railroad yards, closely pur- 
sued by penitentiary guards. 

Two were captured and Antone Pasquales, 
serving a life term for murder, was killed. 

Four of the other seven gained the open 
country gouth of Rawlins, where they took 
possession of a sheep outfit, unhitched the 
horses, and mounting two on a horse dashed 
away in the darkness, closely followed by 
a mounted posse. 

Three fugitives are secreted in town and 
the entire male population armed to the teeth 
are searching for them. 


Not Over Saturday’s Scare. 
Rawlins had not recovered from the scare 
resulting from yesterday’s break when 
twenty convicts led by the notorious “Butch"’ 


out of the prison stockade and into the rougn 
hills back of the penitentiary, and the town 
is in a reign of terror. 

Twelve of the men in yesterday's dash have 
been returned to the pen, but the others, 
among them Dalton, are still at large. 

After overpowering the turtikey this everi- 
ing. the ten convicts, led by Pasquales. a 
Mexican, walked boldly from the institution 
down an alley leading into town. 


Killed Trying to Halt Convicts. 
They were discovered by a liveryman, but | 
he was soon overpowered and a gun taken 
from him. The convicts were making their 
way out of town when they met Stauffers, 
who Was returning from a hunt. He com- 
manded them to surrender, but received a 
bullet throuRh the head for his trouble. 
Continuing their flight, they came upon 4 
drayman, who in turn attempted to stop 
them. He received an ugly cut across the 
face from a knife in the hands of Pasquales, 
and. reaching the railroad yards, the convicts 
took refuge behind box cars. but were soon 
dislodged by the penitentiary guards, who 
had come up. Paequales was killed on the 
first volley, his head being blown off. 


Other convicts were wounded, Dut they con- 


| 


tinued their flight, two being captured in 
the yards. 

Twenty prisoners in the two breaks are 
now at large. 

Earlier reports from Rawlins were to the 
effect that a battle was going on inside the 
prison. These proved to be untrue. 

An official etaterment of the prison break 
was issued from the governor's office at 8:30 
tonight. It follows: 

‘‘ Eight convicts escaped from the Rawlins 
prison this afternoon. In a running battle 
one convict was killed. 

“The convicts robbed some citizens who 
carried guns, bound for trap shooting 
grounds, and killed one citizen and took four 
guns. They have scattered, going south. 

“Warden Alston was not at the peniten- 
tiary when this delivery occurred, being out 
with posses hunting the convicts who es- 
caped yesterday. The mayor of Rawiins 
asked permissiom from the governor’s office 
to surround the walie of the pefiitentiary with 
a cordon of armed citizens. 

First Reports Alarming. 

“The governor, being out of town, was 
reachéd by telephone one hour anda halt 
after the reports reached the governor's of- 
fice. He at once authorized the mayor of 
Rawlins to surround the prigon,, if he deemed 
it wise, with citizens, us requested. Aiso he 
directed the deputy warden at the peniten- 
tiary to lock all the convicts in their cells 
and keep them there until the return of Wai-~ 
den Alston. 

“The first reports that reached the gover- 
nor’s office made it appear that many more 
convicts had escaped than the actual num- 
api eee reports, showing that conditions 
were not as serious as first reported, caused 
the governor to cancel the militia arrange- 
ments he had made. Gov. Carey Is expected 
home tomorrow.”’ 

The last report of the warden of the peni-. 
tentiary showed a total of 360 convicts con- 


fined.

The fect 
that he is a student at “ Tech, ’ taken with 
his father’s frequent praise of the inetitu- 
tion, has revived reports that Edison is the 
anonymous donor of the $5,000,000 recently 


given to the institute. 


Cares Little for Society. 

Studious to a marked degree, endowed with 
the same capability of concentrating his 
thoughts on the deepest problems, as does his 
noted parent, young Edison, caring little for 
social life, and less for athletics, spends most 
of his time thinking of potentials, batteries 
and electricity in general. 

Charles, Who was working on a storage 
battery when interviewed, told how his 
father had trained him to be an Inventor. 

“J spent much of my time when a boy, - 
Edison said, “ puttering around mys father’s 
laboratory. But I never did any actual work 
there until this past summer, when I went 
en the payroll for a month and a half, $16 
being my weekly wage. - 


Had to Produce the Goods. 
“My standing in the laboratory has been 
no different from that of the other young 
fellows. 1 had to produce the goods, and 
when I had the misfortune to slip up I re- 
ceived only the same consideration another 
employé would who was not the son of the 
proprietor. 
““ My great aim, it seems to me now, will be 
to discover some substitute for coal, which 
fifty or a hundred years from now probably

He denies facts which embarrage 
him end misstates and colors other facts in 
an attempt to justify his conduct towerd 
fhe Republicans of Iilinole and myself. 

“ First, re@marding the thirty-four delegates, 
These are'the facie: Gov. Hadley introduced 
a resolution to take from the temporary roll 
the Taft delegates and substitute Roosevelt 
delegates in certain contested states. These 
numbered abou seventy-eight delegates oli 
toid. ; 


Says Colonel Sent for Him. 
“Col. Rooseveit sent for me and asked me 
to introduce a resolution limiting the number 
to the thirty-four delegates from Washing-~ 
ton, California, Arizona, and Texas, I ree 
fused to Gihis without Gov. Hadley’s con- 
sent, becaude he had presented the motion 
and he and others had discussed it before the 
convention, and my motion could not be sube 
mitted until after the debate had ended. 
“I felt that I could not afford to change the 


line of a battle which had been participated . 


in by Gov. Hadley and@ others in behalf of 

Cal. Roosevelt and make them appear to he 

acting either without knowledge or without 

good faith to the convention. I therefore 

informéé Cal. Roosevelt that I should havete 
consult with Gov. Hadley, who was the floo® 

leader in the convention for the Roosevel¢ 

forces, and get his approval before inte! 
ducing the proposed amendment. 


‘Hadley Wrote Resolution.” 

*“*T went to the convention and saw Gow 
Hadley and Gov. Hadley himself wrote the 
resolution which . introduced imthe presence 
of Senator Dixon of Montana, Senator Borah 
of Idaho, and mygelf. The resolution is ag 
follows: 

“TI move as an amendment to Repre- 
sentative Watson’s motion that the sub- 
stitute motion of Gov. Hadley be referred 
to the committee on credentials, and that 
no delegate whose right to a seat in thie 
convention is questioned by this motion 
have a right to vote on the selection of 
@ member of the committee oncredenflals 
or on its report. 

“It will be noted that the motion of Gov.

the Taft delegates and. substitute Roosevelg 


delegates in their stead. My amendment pro< | 


vided that no delegate whose right tc a seat 
in the convention was questioned by Gov, 
Hadiey’s motion should havea right to vote 
on the selection of a member of the commft- 
tee on credentials or on its report. 


Quotes from Colonel. 

“To bolster his false position upon feete, 
Col. Roosevelt attempts in his interview to 
place me in a logical dilemma by saying: 

“*T wish to call attention to another fee- 
ture of Mr. Deneen’s action. He says thet 
he moved to throw out seventy-eight dele- 
gates in that convention, these being the 
seventy-eight delegates seated in the interest 
of Mr. Taft. Now, those seventy-eight were 
entitled to their seats, or they were not. 
Hither Mr. Deneen was moving to throw out 
seventy-eight delegates because they were 
crooked and were not entitled to their seats, 
and because to seat them represented theft, 
or elee, if be believed that those seventy- 
eight delegates were entitled to their seata, 
he was himself a crook on his own admis- 
sion and was seeking to cisfranchise seventy- 
eight men honestly elected.

Deneen was acting crooked- 
ly when he made that motion to unseat those 
delegates, or he ie acting crooke¢ly now, 
when he is supporting the nomination won 
by the votes of the seventy-eight etolen dele- 
gates whom he sought to have excluded be- 
cause they represented nothing but theft.’ 


Differs on Resolution. 

ae wilt be noted that Col. . Roosevelt makes 
me responsible for Gov.

“The resolution does not so state, and 
there is no possibility of placing upon it such 
a construction. .

“*That motion was voted down by sub- 
stantially the same vote that elected Root 

over McGovern. In each case the majority 
was a majority only because the votes of the 
fraudulently seated delegates were counted. 

“*Mr Root received seventy or eighty 
stolen votes. Mr. Deneen’s resolution was 
beaten today by fraudulent votes which in 
that resolution were named by the votes of 
Arizona, Texas, and Washington and the two 
fraudient votes from California. If these 
votes had been changed the resolution would 
have been carried.’ 

“It is plain from Col. Roosevelt's state- 
ment that he had in mind the resolution 
which he asked me to introduce, and which 
he did not know had been changed by his 
managers on the conVention floor. 2 


Thinks California Case Fair. 

“TI voted with the Roosevelt delegates 
upon the resolution to unseat the two Cali- 
fornia delegates. I do not think they were 
seated fraudulently. There was ground for 
an honest difference of opinion upon the 
merits of that case. Early in December 
the national committee had issued a call 
for the election of delegates. fixing the con- 
gressiona! district as the unit of representa- 
tion, as had been done uniformly under the 
laws of the party since 1880. 

“The California legislature shortly there- 
after enacted a primary law fixing the state 
as the unit for voting purposes for the selec- 
tion of national delegates. At.the primaries 
Col, Roosevelt carried the state and Presi- 
‘Gent Taft one congressional cistrict. The 
convention sustained the party law regard- 


ng the unit of representation. Where the 


California law enacted in Illinois, the city 
of Chicago. in a bitter contest, would name 
every delegate to the Republican national 
convention, the Democratic national ccn- 
wention. the Socialist convention, and the 
Prohibition convention.

“Reduced Southern Claims.” 

“On the general quesiion of contested dele- 
gations it may be remembered that Col.

tural injunction, ‘ Thou shalt not steal ’ very 
vehemently regarding the selection of the 
southern delegates, long before the states 
with primary laws had had an opportunity to 
vote.

The records of the committee up to date 
cast little light upon the Wilson receipts and 
expenditures. In a general way it has beer 
stated that a large fund was gathered in the 
interest of the schoolmaster,-and it Was 
needed, because of the large amount of pub- 
licity. ‘and educational work conducted li 
his behalf. 


McCombs Has All the Facts. 

Mr. McCombs has all the facts as to the 
money used in behalf of Gov. Wilson in the 
national campaign. and the committee ex- 
pects him to relate them. Bul it will be 
found. as in the'case of the Roosevelt and 
Taft campaign funds. that in addition to the 
national expenditures a great deal of money 
was raised and spent in the several states. 

It is for this reason that the committee

End in Outbreak. 


TWO REPLIES TO POWERS. 


Bulgaria Dodges and Servia Can- 
not Comply Without Bet- 
ter Guarantees. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 13.—Whether 
for the purpose of furnishing provocation 
for war or to show the Balkan allies that 
Turkey cannot be intimidated, the govern- 
ment is acting with an aggressiveness cal- 
culated to bring on hostilities. 

The embargo on Greek ships, the detention 
ef Servian ammunition, and the seizure of 
Bulgarian railway cars all constitute bel- 
ligerent acts. 

Greek and Bulgarian nationa!s tn Constan- 
tinople, numbering a thousand or more, have 
been subjected to treatment designed fd irri 
tate these two nations. 


Will Expel All Bulgariana 

The government is determined to expel all 
Bulgarian and Greek subjects ae soon as War 
Ie declared, and these wf be transported 
by some of the steamers which have been 
detained for that purpose. 

The government is requisitioning the 
horses owned by foreign residents, except 
diplomatic representatives. The various 
embassies have protested and notified the 
porte that compensation will be claimed. 


Massacres Believed to Be Likely. 

A consular telegram reports the killing of 
twelve Bulgarians at Kuprilli, in Macedonia, 
‘by Turkish soldiers. Massacres in Meoce- 
fonta will be an inevitable feature of the 
war, but it ie asserted here the Turks will 
Rot begin them. 

Late advices say fighting continues around 
Berana. The Montenegrins advancing to- 
werds Gusinje, Piava, and Arone, on the 
poutheastern frontier, are encountering much 
Pesistance and losing heavily. 

Severe fighting has occurred at Tushi, 
where the Turks are displaying great brav- 
ery. It is further reported that the Turkish 
forces in the country between Lake Scutari 
gnd the sea have stopped the advance of the 
Montenegrins. 

Town Practically Demolished. 

LONDON, Oct. 14, 3 a. m.—A Podgoritza 
@ispatch to the Daily Mail eays the town of 
Schicerik has been practically demolished 
by the Montenegrin guns and that 250 Turks 
‘have been taken prisoners. A biockhouse at 
Arorazi also has been leveled, 

Describing the capture of Detchitch moun- 
tain, a correspondent at the front says the 
final charge of the Montenegrins was 80 
furious that the retreating Turks had’no 
time to disable their guns, and they were 
actually fired at with their own guns by the 
(Mbntenegrins as they endeavored to make 
their escape to the south. 


Battle of Shroka Mountain, 

CETTINJE, Oct. 18.—A terrible battle was 
waged Friday evening, the Montenégrins at- 
tacking the Turks at the foot of Shroka 
ymnountain, forcing them to retire, with a loss 
of 300 men. The Montenegrins took many 
prisoners. 

The casualty list on the Montenegrin side’ 
is estimated at 100 killed or wounded. 


REPLY TO NOTE OF POWERS. 

SUFIA,. Oct. 13.—Bulgaria’s reply to the 
Russo-Austrian note was presented to the 
diplomatic representatives tonight. This 
note and one addressed to Turkey are 


~ eeuched in moderate terms. 


The Bulgarian government says it is most 
anxious to do nothing which will aggravate 
the present precarious situation and is de- 
sirous of leaving open every avenue for the 
maintenance of peace until the last possible 
moment. 

The reply points out that the wording of 
one of the most important clauses of the 
powers’ note is not clear, and, as Bulgaria is 
anxious to avoid all misuhderstanding, asks 
the powers to state precisely what the doubt- 
ful clause really means. 

In conclusion the note declares that the 
delay has been due to the fact that the note 
of the powers was addressed to al! the Bal- 
kan. states, and that, therefore, time was 
necessary for a discussion of its contents by 
the states. 


Servia Declines to Comply. 

BELGRADE, Oct. 13.—The cabinet coun- 
cil has drafted Servia’s reply to the Russo- 
Austrian note, and it will be delivered tomor- 
row. The reply expresses regret at Servia’s 
inability to comply with the terms of the 
note, because the Russo-Austrian proposals 
y to provide guarantees for the execution 
of the proposed reforms. 

Simultaneously with the delivery of this 
reply a memorandum will be presented to 
Turkey. demanding autonomy for certaln 
provinces under contro! of the Balkan states. 


- MOBILIZING GREEK ARMY. 
ATTHENS, Oct. 13.—The mobilimtion of the 
Greek army is proceeding rapidly. Already 
125,000 men are under arms, with Greeks ar- 
riving daily from abroad. A large contin- 
gent has reached here from America.

| in maneging the modern state. 


“Therefore, there can be no prolonged 
peace in the Balkans until Macedonia and 
Albania heve both been given freedom and 
autonomy. It is their inalienable right, and 
they are possessed of sufficient ability: and 
intelligence to handle their own affairs. Cer- 
tainly they could do this infinitely better than 
the Turks can do it for them.”’ 

“Are the Balkan states possessed of 
wealth?” ! 

“I found the people all poor where the 
Turks controlled, and prosperous and amb!- 
tious where they governed themselves Thts 
proves my point that they should be left to 
thrive on their reeources, and not be robbed 
of their {reasures of industry and initelli- 
gence.”

Ex-Convict, Held as “Gas In- 
spector” and “Telephone Re- 
pair Man” Robber, Bitter. 


“0 ONE WOULD HIRE ME” 


Sent to Prison by Mistake, He 
Says Stigma Checked His 
Efforts to Reform. 


Criminologists and humanitarians can find 
food for reflection in the wail of Fred Kaf- 
kesbrink, a paroled convict who was ar- 
rested on Saturday. Several victims of 
“flat prowlers’’ called at the detective bu- 
reau yesterday and some partly identified the 
prisoner as the thief who robbed, them. 

He is suspected of being the thief who 
represents himself as the ‘ gas inspector” 
or the “ telephone ‘repair man” to gain en- 
trance to a house. Several women have been 
beaten and robbed by this burglar during the 
year. | 

Kafkesbrink denies he is the man wanted 
for those crimes. Today he will be con- 


fronted by women victims for identification. | 


Detectives McFarland and Cleghorn yes- 
terday found a trunk at 3861 Cottage Grove 
avenue, where Kafkesbrink formerly 
roomed, and it contained a miscellaneous lot 
of goods believed to be the proceeds of 
burglaries. 


Couldn’t Get Work; Had to Steal. 

* Nobody wants to hire an ex-convict,” 
@aid Kafkesbrink, who is only 25 years old. 
‘That's why I was compelled to break my 
parolé after I was out of the ‘pen’ about 
three months. If the man I was paroled to 
had given me employment, I probably would 
have been on the square. He didn’t have 
@ny work for me, and when I did get a job 
I wasn’t able to hold it. I was fired, and the 
only thing I could do was to beat it out of 
Chicago. My parole was broken when I 
left the state, and I’ve been sidestepping the 
detectives ever since.’’ 

Kafkesbrink was arrested for larceny in 
the Kensington police district about six 
years ago. Although he said he was guilty 
of only one case, three indictments were re- 
turned against him. He was sentenced on 
one occasion to Joliet for an indefinite term. 

Milliner Valuable Friend. 

“T had been working for the American 
Bridge company before I did the job in Ken- 
gsington,’’ he said, ‘‘and I got acquainted 
with a young woman, a milliner, who took 
an interest in me. I wrote to her from the 
*‘pen’ and through her efforts I was paroled 
after doing more than three years. 

“ They paroled me toa man named Edward 
Wolf, who had an express business on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue near Thirty-first street. 
Wolf never heard of me before he signed my 
parole papers. When I came out of prison 
he took me to his house and I stayed there 
two weeks. He had no work for me, but he 
found me a job with the Home Delicatessen 
company on Groveland avenue. I drove a 
single wagon delivering their goods. Not be- 
ing used to horses I was continualNy bumping 
into other vehicles. Then they put me ona 
double wagon as helper. One day I was 
driving, and I ran into a department store 
wagon, Scratching it. I was fired. 


Nobody Would Hire Him. 

“I went around Chicago for a couple of 
weeks looking for another job, but nobody 
‘vanted to hire an ex-convict. I got discour- 
aged and went to my old home at Canton, O, 
where I again went to work for the American: 
Bridge company. I had to keep under cover, 
for I knew the detectives would-be looking 

‘for me. One day I saw a détective snooping 
around the yard where I was heating rivets, 
and I skipped out. 

“ After jumping frivm one place to another. 
and all the while afraid of being caught, I 
returned’ to Chicago and intended to give 
myself up to Wolf. I found out he was dead 

‘*I was more discouraged than ever, and J 
began to slip. I picked up with thteves and 
you know what happened. 

“The parole law should be changed. A 
convict who is paroled to a citizen should be 
given every chance in the-world to make an 
honest living. Instead of that he is shunned 
by society.”’

“Mrs. Henrotin Speaks of Evil. 


/ “The woman of the levee in modern so- 


ciety is entirely out of place,’’ said Mrs. Hen- 


rotin. “The forces which have operated to 
further the advancement of women have not 
affected her position as she stands outside the 
social movement, following an anti-social 
trade. ee 

. “ She is In the position of a primitive wom- 
an, so alone is she—so separated from all con- 
tact with modern Meas and ideals. Segrega- 
tion increases this tendency. To put her off 
in a district by herself, to advertise the dis- 
trict, to give her over to the man who runs 
‘tthe houses and is supported by the women 
and protected by the police. is to throw her 
into practical isolation and make it impos- 
sible for her to express herself to society. 

. “ The claim that if the red light district is 
broken up, the women will move into the 
residence districts is easily answered. Let 
the residents of such districts take care they 
ido not open houses, especially in the crowded 
‘quarters where classes of small income live. 
The residents of the wealthy districta will 
take care of themselves.” 


Dr. Boynton Makes Plea. 

’ The Rev. Dr. M, P. Boynton of the Lexing- 
ton avenue Baptist church, delivered a short 
talk on the subject of ‘“‘Fooling the People,”’ 
before his regular evening sermon. Dr. Boyn- 
ton charged that the stories of destitution of 
‘the girls driven from the dives last week 
came from the vice lords who wanted to create 
‘the impression that the women had not a 
place on earth except in the levee. 

' “Immediately following the heroic meas- 
ures by State’s Attorney Wayman in closing 
‘the;vice districts the papers, and other chan- 
nels of information, were at once filled with 
a mushy eentimentality concerning the ‘poor 
unfortunates’ driven from the districts. 

: “These stories of destitution, of homeless, 
wandering in the streets, of futile attempts to 
find abode in hotels and flats emanated from 
ithe vice lords and are without a particle of 
truth. 

> “The saving institutions of this city came 
forward at once with offers of shelter, friend- 
‘ship and occupation to any unfortunate 
iwomen who might apply. Up to this hour 
few have made application. This proves 
ithere is little destitution and no immediate 
demand for shelter and friendship. 

“It is well for our people to know that there 
“are large numbers of extremely wicked 
women in this city, who areas much to blame 
for the social evils from which we suffer as 
are men, and should be relentlessly prosecuted 
‘unde? the law. 


$25,000 a Month Vice Tribute. 
' “Another effort by the vice lords is to ter- 
rify the city with the report that vice is being 
‘widely and dangerously distributed through 
the residence districts. There is no falsehood 
‘growing out of protected vice blacker than 
‘this. The segregation policy is the keenest, 
-most successful invention of corrupt police 
‘and grafting politicians. 
' “It puts the social evil into concrete form 
‘and under such a guise as that these corrupt 
‘offieials can deal with it and reap heavy-~trib- 
tute from these commercialized social degen- 
jerates. 
ficam treatthe these problems we must al- 
‘Ways make careful distinction between the 
sin itself and the commercializing of it. The 
‘so-called segregated district is the flagrant 
commercializing of the social evil in such 
fashion as to exploit most cruelly for sordid 
gold, human weaknesses. . 

“I am informed.by high authority there 
‘are perhaps two hundred resorts controlled 
‘by: a company of not more than fifteen men, 
‘who reap an enormous amount of money 
‘from this vile business and pay a tribute to 
city authorities or some one else in political 
power of from $25,000 to $30,000 a month. If 
‘this is true, one can imagine there wil} be a 
stiff fight for Zhe resumption of the policy 
of segregation. 


Police Protection Increases. 
“The policy of police protecting these evils 
increases them enormously. Segregation as 
‘applied to this policy is a great misnomer. 
‘Incubation is the better term. A vice dis- 
‘trict is a breeding ground for these evils. 

“The one man in this city at the present 
‘time who can make effective this remarkable 
‘movement is the mayor. If he comes for-

A call for 23,000 volunteer workers to take 
part in the *‘ World in Chicago” exposition, to 
be held in the Coliseum and the Auditorium in 
May, has been issued to the churches of Chi- 
cago by the Rev. John Timothy Stone and the 
Rev. W. E. Barton. 

Thus far 400 churches have taken an active 
interest in the exhibition, and they have been 
requested to enroll workers, referred to as 
stewards, to the extent of 10 per cent of their 
membership. 

The exposition will comprise reproductions of 
scenery and life in all parts of the world in\ 
which Christian missionary work is carried on. 
There will be thirty-four countries represented.

They will wear native costumes, take 
part in the dialogue, and guard the exhibits 
and explain them to visitors, 

Last spring about 2,000 persons enrolled as 
trainers for the stewards, who will be taught in 
classes in January and February. There will 
be a massmeeting Of stewards at the Coliseum 
on Monday evening, Dec. 30. » 

This will be the fourth exposition of the kind 
held in the United States. Its purpose is an 
educational one, and any funds remaining after 
expenses have been met will be applied to the 
missionary education movement.

Nutty Cookery utty repr. Published 6y 
. . Nese ‘and 
T is a real pleasure to announce the ar- 
rival of a new book on cookery which will 
fill a longfelt want. We have cook books 
that deal with the art of handling the 
safety razor in shaving hash, books on how 
to cook tripe in two thousand three hundred 
and fifty ways, and innumerable books on soup, 
fish, and salads. But this is the first book that 
tells the distracted cook how to prepare food 
for nutty people. 

Many a good housewife is driven half dis- 
tracted by having her husband or her guests 
gaze with carping scorn on a dish that she had 
worked three hours in preparing, and parboiled 
her face over in her zeal to see it was cooked 
Just right. Yet when she has taken in the great 
dish and placed it on the table and then stood 
back expecting to receive her only reward—a 
few cheers and one or two meek hurrahs—she 
has been told the papers say the dish she pre- 
pared is lacking in albuminoids and carbo-hy- 
drates, and that the funny looking appearance 
on the top indicates the presence of benzoate 
of soda, formaldehyde, saltpeter, and other in- 
jurious preservatives, ineluding arsenic, bay 
rum, cocaine, St. Jacob's oil, and witch hazel. 

The nuts @lso remark that food which has 
been in cold storage for three years is not fit 
for human food, and that Dr. Einawei, the dis- 
tinguished German acientist, has issued a state- 
ment showing the cooking of baking soda and 
salt produces a chemical compound known as 
J. G. K8Q, one drop of which when placed on 
the tongue of @ rattlesnake caused the animal 
to sting himself in the tail and try to sing like 
a bird.

All the nuts pipe up in chorus and tell about 
seeing something or other in the paper or 
somewhere the other day where it said some- 
thing about that particular dish being pro- 
hibited by the Austrian government, as it was 
discovered it caused melanct.olia, ingrowing 
toenails, and green whiskers on the face. The 
unhappy lady who committed the unconscious 
crime against humanity by preparing the 
diabolical dish which has caused the uprising 
sits down and weeps and says she didn’t know 
it was loaded, honest she didn’t. But the food 
nuts wag their heads and say she should have 
known it, and that anybody that ate that food 
four dings a month would be paralyzed in the 
left foreleg, break out with blue spots on their 
foreheads, and vote for Taft. 

The poor cook takes the dish on which she 
worked so hard and which she thought would 
bring her many warm encomiums out to the 
back door and gives it to the janitor with fn- 
structions for him to carry it to the alley and 
bury it ten feet underground.

Evangelist Considers Action 
Against Moody Trustees 
Who Expelled Him. 


WILL COME TO CHICAGO. 


Kentucky Minister Offers Doe- 
tors’ Statements Exonerating 
Preacher from Charges. 


Owensboro. Kyr., Oct. 13.—[Special.J— 
‘Evangelist Wiliam R. Newell, expelled from 
the Moody church In Chicago by the unani- | 
mous yote of its executive committee, is not 
through fighting.

“I had hoped the matter might be settled 
outside the courts. I cannot say whether I 
will eventualy bring suit, for I must first 
talk with my friends. Be sure that at the 
Proper time I shall take proper steps to%*x- 
onerate myself frem tire slanders heapec 
on me by the board of Moody church.” 


Charges Made Three Years Ago. 

The charges made against Newell three 
yeara. ago when the trial committee con- 
siered his case, reporting the charges sus- 
tained, were that he used @rvigs, that his 
Statements were unreliable, and that his re- 
lations with: women were not what they 
ehould have been. 

The Rev. Lewis Powell, pastor of Settle 
Memorial church, where Newell is holding 
his revivals, has issued a statement in de- 
fense of the excommunicated preacher, which 
follows: 

“TI Rave known Mr. Newell several years. 
Four years ago he conductéd evangelistic 
meetinge in the ‘First Methodist church of 
Memphis, Tenn., where I -was pastor. The 
Pastors went aver al} the ground and thor- 
oughly sifted the charges against Mr. Newell, 
and We Were satisfied. that. the charges 
against him were the result of prejudice.

What the Association Is. 

The Players’ Protective association was 
formed quietly during the season foHowing 
the strike of the Detroit players against the 
suspension of Ty Cobb. Its sponsors have 
expressed a desire to work in harmony with 
the powers that be in organized baseball. 

By the rules of the national commission 
governing world’s series contests, which also 
apply to the city series, the players’ share in 
‘the receipts terminates at the end of the 
fourth game, irrespective of ties. 

Th¢refore, unless their appeal ts granted, 
the players’ part for the present city series 
will be $35,063.67 for the four games played, 
of which 60 per cent, or $21,038.20, wil! go to 
the winners and 4 per cent, or $14,025.47, to 
the losers. 

There are twenty-seven Cubs and twenty- 
four White Sox eligible to take part in the 
The Sox already have decided to de- 
clare in some of their former comrades re- 
leased during the season, while Secretary 
Williams and others usually come in the Cub 
division. So the final dividend will be slight- 
ly under $800 for each winning player and 
about $500 for each losing player. This com- 
pares with $875 and $631 last year. Attend- 
ance at the first two games this season was 
comparatively poor because of unfavorable 
weather. 


| First Effects of New Rule.

Walsh looked as good to me yesterday as he

He 
could put his curve ball over any time, as 
well as the fast one, and when he stuck that 
fast one over yesterday there was a hop on 
it. Without that wtid pitch of his the Sox 
would have scored only one run, and there 
certainly wagn'’t any luck in ourscoring. We 
deserved ali the runs we made. 

I will send Cheney to the mound today, and 
so far as 1 can see the Sox have no one who 
should be as strong. Cheney has had two 
days of reet, and I expect him to be stronger 
than he was last Friday, when he was held 
to a tie. 

It was a Breat crowd, and of course with 
so many of them on the fleld there was a 
chance for a lot of luck to enter Into the 
game.
